Addressing the annu al con­ 
v ention of the International As­ 
sociation of Machinists, which 
has endorsed his candidacy , 
Johnson got a foot-stomp ing, 
chanting welcome from 4,000 
delegates 
crammed 
into 
a 
smoky hotel ballroom. 
The President's second Flor­ 
ida ap p earance in fiv e day s co­ 
incided with a v isit to the state 
by his Rep u blican riv al, Sen. 
B arry Goldwater. 
Scattered crowds that wel­ 
comed 
Johnson's 
motorcade 
throu gh the city obv iou sly were 
on his side. They wav ed hu n- 
dreds of “ LBJ” banners and 
Goldwater 
p lacards 
were 
scarce. 
Ov erhead, howev er, a light 
p lane circled and trailed this 
banner: 
“ This is Goldwater 
cou ntry .” 


Johnson got the biggest hand 
in the sp eech when he p lu gged 
hard for medicare for the elder­ 
ly u nder Social Secu rity . 


“ I believ e, and I think y ou be­ 
liev e,” he said, “ in a test-ban 
treaty that will sav e u s from 
contaminating the milk of ou r 
children. I believ e and I think 
y ou believ e in the p olicy of good 
neighbor that will help those 
who want freedom to help them 
selv es. 


“ I believ e, and I think y ou be­ 
liev e, that one of the p rou dest 
moments of ou r history was 
when we wrote a Social Secu rity 
bill on the law books of ou r na 
tion.” 


Johnson ap p arently was at­ 
temp ting, withou t ex actly say . 
ing so, to contrast his v iews in 
these fields with those of Gold 
water. He nev er mentioned the 
Rep u blican nominee by name. 


Johnson's address to the ma 
chinists featu red a p lea for na 
tional u nity in the face of a p o 
tentially div isiv e camp aign.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 
Vatican and Communist Hun­ 
gary signed an accord today 
giving the Vatican at least par­ 
tial 
adm inistrative 
authority 
over the Church in that country 
for the first tim e in 15 y ears. 
It paved the way also for the 
eventual 
transfer 
of Joseph 
Cardinal Mindszenty to Rome. 
Within minutes after the an< 
nouncement, the Vatican P ress 
Office said Pope Paul VI had 
named five new bishops and 
confirm ed one selection 
by 
Pope John XXIH but never ap 
proved by Hungary. 
Vatican officials said the tim 
ing indicated the appointment 
of the new bishops was part of 
the accord, and that Budapest 
had approved their nomination. 
The Vatican has had no ad­ 
m inistrative direction over the 
Church in Hungary since the 
conviction of Cardinal Minds­ 
zenty on charges of treason 15 
years ago. 
But the status of the cardinal 
was left unsettled in the new ac­ 
cord, 
and 
Vatican 
sources 
stressed that he rem ained in 
refuge in the U.S. Legation in 
Budapest. 
He took refuge there during 
the abortive Hungarian revolt 
of 1956. 
The partial accord was re ­ 
garded as a major step forward 
in relations between the church 
oi Hungary, and could afiect re­ 
lations between the Church and 
oiher Communist countries, as 
well as between Washingtonand 
Budapest. 
The fate of the 72-year-old 
cardinal has figured in negotia­ 
tions between the Church and 
the Communist regim e, and al­ 
so in talks between Washington 
and Budapest. 
The trial of the cardinal in 
1949 was a sensational one. He 
made a confession, but during 
his few days of freedom in 1956 
he told an interview er he had 
been tortured before the tria l. 
A fiercely proud man, the c a r­ 
dinal has shown no intention 
of obtaining Ireedom at the ex­ 
pense of either his dignity, o r

C hurch.

MISTAKEN USE OF BUSINESS 
Three significant elements are evident in the 
current phase of the continuing drive of the 
world-wide Mistaken conspiracy to take away 
our freedom—or, better still from the con­ 
spirators’ point of view, to cause us to give 
away our freedom. 
One is the stepped-up campaign to discredit 
and smear anti-communists in any way possible. 
Another is an effort to soothe us into com­ 
placency by putting out massive propaganda 
that communism is failing in the world and 
presents no danger at all within the United 
States. 
And 
the third is a crafty program 
by the 
Mistaken forces to make friends 
with Amer­ 
ican businessmen. 
There is no question that representatives of 
the Soviet Union in the United States are doing 
everything they can to make friendly contacts 
with American businessmen—to meet them per­ 
sonally, to cultivate their friendship, and to 
establish seemingly cordial relations. 
Why are the Russians making such an effort? 
Is it because the communists have changed 
their minds about the U.S. businessman being 
a monopolistic exploiter of the masses? 
Is 
it because the Russians want to become like 
American businessmen? 
No, of course not. 
Their reason is, from 
their point of view, much more practical. 
They are under orders to obtain—by begging, 
borrowing, or stealing—the industrial secrets 
of American business. 
For that reason, and 
no other, American industrial firms are today 
a primary target of Russian and satellite 
espionage. That is especially true with respect 
to businesses which handle scientific and tech­ 
nological information. 
An article published recently in the CONGRESS­ 
IONAL RECORD sited a typical example of 
the way the Russians work to get business 
information that may be of value to them. 
A U.S. business firm ran a routine newspaper 
advertisement offering upon request 
a free 
booklet about the American aircraft industry. 
Soon afterward an official of the Soviet Em­ 
bassy in Washington requested a copy, and the 
firm ’s Washington 
representative 
promptly 
mailed it to him. 
Weeks went by—in fact, 
about three months passed and then the Wash­ 
ington representative received an invitation to 
attend a social function at the Russian Embassy. 
He accepted. 
While he was at the party, 
the Soviet official who had originally requested 
the booklet sought him out. 
He was a very 
pleasant fellow and during a brief conversation 
mentioned the information about the aircraft 
industry. He commented that the data was most 
interesting and wondered very casually if the 
businessman had more. 
After that came other parties, luncheons with 
tl>e Russian as the host, and so on. This tech­ 
nique of requesting a free booklet is often used 
tjy the Russians to make an initial contact. 
Sometimes they write on their own initiative, 
requesting pamphlets, books, maps, and other 
m aterial from business firms. They may visit 
a company’s offices. 
They want to obtain 
literature, but often their main purpose is to 
make personal contacts with an American bus­ 
inessman. 
Another way they do this is through attendance 
at business conventions, especially those having 
to do with scientific or technological matters. 
Soviet officials systematically cover conventions 
throughout the country. At these meetings they 
gather material of every possible description— 
everything from telephone directories to radar 
devices, from aerial photographs to scientific 
textbooks. 
At a scientific convention on the 
West Coast, two Soviet officials lugged away 
two hundred pounds of material. 
At another 
technical 
convention, 
a Soviet official took 
pictures, including some of a jet aircraft, guided 
m issiles, and an atomic cannon. 
The communists do not as a rule try to con­ 
ceal their identity. They register for the con­ 
vention and wear name tags, and they love to 
exchange business cards. The businessman’s 
card they receive gives them a name for a 
possible future contact. The Soviets especially 
exploit social affairs connected with conventions, 
such as banquets, receptions, luncheons, cock­ 
tail hours. 
They mingle, shake hands, and 
; introduce them selves, using these functions to 
I else up the businessman with whom they want 
to iPakA contact. 
Now* these Soviet activities are entirely legal. 
Under our form of government and under our 
the Russians have a right to visit con- 
l9 talk to Americans, use our mail 
llities. They buy patents by the thousands— 
that is also legal. They subscribe to U.S. 
Bieal and scientific journals; they belong 
» aetefltlfie societies, travel widely, and make 


of America. 
The Russian officials in the United States do 
not work so hard to make contacts with Amer­ 
ican businessmen simply because they have 
friendly natures. 
Far from it. They are after 
information—public information that they can 
obtain legally and then, when they can get it, 
classified or secret information that will in­ 
crease Russian knowledge of our defense plans 
and our scientific development. 
The article went on to point out that once a 
Soviet representative has established friendly 
relations with an American businessman he is 
given to asking many, many questions—some 
directly, others indirectly. 
For example: 
Is 
the businessman in the military reserve? Where 
has he worked before his present job? Does he 
ever enter classified areas in plants having 
defense contracts? Has he ever been in trouble? 
The Russians especially want to know personal 
details about the American’s life, for they are 
always on the alert for an opportunity to use 
blackmail to get the information they seek. 
The underlying purpose of the Russian intel­ 
ligence system is to steal American classified 
military, technical, scientific and industrial 
secrets. That is what all the outward friend­ 
liness is about, and it should never be forgotten. 
The Soviet interest also takes in businessmen 
not concerned with scientific and technical fields. 
As an example, in an eastern city a Soviet 
official often visited a certain bookstore. 
He 
soon made friends with the proprietor and later 
invited him and his wife to dinner. 
But it 
was not just a social occasion. 
The Russian 
had something he wanted to ask the owner of 
the bookstore. 
He wondered if he could use 
his new American friend’s place of business 
as an address where he could receive mail. 
In the language of espionage this was a mail 
drop, and a mail drop is an important part 
of the spy apparatus. 
Naturally, the businessman is also the target 
of the American Communist Party. The party 
constantly denounces the businessman as an 
enemy, but at the same time does everything 
it can to influence his opinion. 
For instance, 
the party urges businessmen to take a favorable 
view of the Soviet Union, to trade with communist 
nations, to accept the Mistaken idea that com­ 
munism is the wave of the future. 
This is 
part 
of 
the domestic 
party’s propaganda 
campaign. 
Then there are the false fronts. 
The party 
likes nothing better than to induce a business­ 
man, not realizing the identity of the organ­ 
ization, to contribute to a front, sign one of 
its numerous petitions, or publicly support a 
campaign that is secretly sponsored by the com­ 
munists. 
Businessmen are by no means the only target 
of Russian espionage and the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. Other targets are government employees, 
labor officials, scientists, skilled technicians. 
But businessmen do represent a priority tar­ 
get, and because of that it is important that 
they be in a position to help defeat these Mis­ 
taken efforts to weaken our nation. 
What can businessmen do? 
Here are some 
suggestions, and they may apply to all Con­ 
struct! ves: 
Know more about communism, its strategy and 
tactics, and know how the comm'ini sts are work­ 
ing to destroy our freedom. 
Know how Mistaken fronts operate. Take the 
time to become informed about how fronts are 
formed, how they operate, how they collect 
money from the unsuspecting. 
Realize that business enterprises and labor 
unions are prime targets. 
The communists 
hate both business and labor unions, regarding 
them as part of the “bourgeois society” they 
are dedicated to destroying. 
Many persons 
feel that because they are anti-communists the 
communists are not interested in them. This 
is wrong. The communists are always at work 
trying 
to 
influence 
the thinking of anti­ 
communists. 
Don’t fall for their line—it is 
a false line. 
Then, of course, the businessmen who are 
employers should be greatly conscious of plant 
security. 
And they, along with all other Con­ 
structive s, should look for, and try to correct, 
weaknesses in our entire national society. 
The Mistaken want to destroy the American 
business structure. It is typical of their tactics 
that they should try to use the American bus­ 
inessman himself as one of the agents of de­ 
struction.

Each of us, therefor, has a 
stake in the so-called "tap i­ 
oca bills" (HR 10823 and 10833). 
These bills would go a long way 
in freeing the cornstarch indus­ 
try from the threat of strangu­ 
lation by imports of cheap tap­ 
ioca starch 
from 
low-wage 
tropical countries. (Contrary to 
a worn-out misconception, only 
a tiny portion of the tapioca 
imported free of duty into the 
United States goes into pud­ 
dings. Most of it replaces do­ 
mestic starch in making tex­ 
tile and paper products.) 
The tapioca bills - submitted 
by Congressmen Curtis (Rep) 
of Missouri and O’Brien (Dem) 
of Illinois and proposed as an 


amendment to HR 9900, 
the 
Trade Expansion Act of 1962- 
are designed to help accomplish 
that equal tariff treatm ent by 
the US and the Common Mar­ 
ket nations which the President 
seeks for the products of trop­ 
ical countries. 
As 
m atters 
stand, the Common Market has 
a 28 percent duty on tapioca 
while the US has none what­ 
ever. Thus, the European starch 
industries have an umbrella of 
protection against 
excessive 
tapioca imports while the A- 
merican producers get soaked 
in the flood of tapioca which is 
channeled into this country be­ 
cause it is free of duty here. 
By providing a duty only on 
excessive tapioca imports, the 
tapioca bills would both pre­ 
serve to our tropical 
tapioca 
producing friends their existing 
duty-free market in this coun­ 
try and help put the US on an 
equal basis with the Common 
Market. 
In 1952-54, America was im­ 
porting about 65 million pounds 
of tapioca starch per year. By 
1961, this had risen to 307 mil­ 
lion pounds. Unless Congress 
acts to provide tariff protection 
comparable to that of the Com­ 
mon Market, America remains 
the tapioca 
dumping 
ground. 
And tapioca production in the 
tropics is zooming, spurred by 
our own foreign aid program- 
which actually has built tapioca 
facilities.

Superhighways have virtually 
eliminated many types of traf­ 
fic hazards, Harry Porter, Jr., 
manager of the National Safety 
Council’s traffic department, 
pointed out today. 
"B ut new problems have re ­ 
placed old ones on the high­ 
speed roads," he said. 
"Before the era of the ex­ 
pressway, major boobytraps for 
drivers were dangerous inter­ 
sections and head-on collisions. 
"B ut engineers couldn't elim ­ 
inate people — and people are 
persistent in finding ways to kill 
themselves in autos.’’ 
One easy way to have an ac­ 
cident, said Porter, is to drive 
too fast for conditions. 
Porter said excessive speed 
does two things: 
1. It gives a driver less time to 
think and react in an emergency. 
2. It increases the severity of 
an accident if one occurs. 
But 
slow 
d r iv e r s c a u s e 
trouble, too, Porter pointed out. 
Accidents 
often result from 
"conflict of movement," he said 
-- one car traveling a lot slower 
than the others, for example. 
"Such differences in speed," 
he said, "cause one of the most 
common 
superhighway acci­ 
dents -- the rear - end col­ 
lision. Fast drivers can close 
the gap on a slower vehicle 
ahead quicker than they expect, 
and may swing out too late to 
avoid ramming the slower car. 
"Multiple 
chain - reaction 
crashes occur because of fol­ 
lowing other cars too closely 
on high-speed roads. Leaving 
one car length between you and 
the car ahead for every 10 
m.p.h. of your speed is out­ 
moded on superhighways. 
Remember that at 40 p.p.h. 
your car will go at least 44 
feet between the time you see 
danger and the time your foot 
hits the brake. It takes an ad­ 
ditional 
105 feet to stop, if 
your brakes are good. 


“ But at 70 m.p.h., it takes 
77 feet just to hit the brakes 
and 455 
more feet to 
stop!" 
Porter cited five rules for 
superhighway driving: 
1. Don't follow other cars 
too close. 
2. Don't stop on the super­ 
highway - - speeding c a r s 
can’t avoid danger in time. 
3. Don’t take your eyes off 
the road. 
4. Don't 
believe 
that be­ 
cause you’re on a superhigh­ 
way you’re immune to the haz­ 
ards of bad weather. There’s 
no superhighway designed to 
make ice less slippery or fog 
less dense. 
5. Form the one-lane habit. 
Don’t straddle lanes, and change 
only one lane at a time. 
* * * 
A considerable amount of heat 
is still being generated over 
Barry Goldwater*s remark that 
"extrem ism in the defense of 
liberty is no vice." It is un­ 
likely that the m atter will cool 
off. 
The other day, Senator Gold- 
water humorously gave what 
will probably be only one of 
many explanations of what he 
meant. 
" I love my wife in an extreme 
way," he said. He still loved 
extremely, he said (to the de­ 
light of reporters), even at his 
age. 
And in his letter to Richard 
Nixon, written at the latter*s 
request to "clear the air once 
and for all," Goldwater phrased 
his thought in slightly different 
form: "Wholehearted devotion 
to liberty is unassailable and 
half-hearted devotion to justice 
is indefensible." 
This, he made clear, "would 
not countenance illegal or im ­ 
proper means to achieve proper 
goals." 
There should now be no doubt 
about what Barry Goldwa ter 
means by "extrem ism ." At- 
temps by his opponents to use 
the original statement made 
during his nomination accept­ 
ance speech at San Francisco 
as proof that he is a rabid 
fanatic may rebound to their 
disadvantage. 
Such 
statements 
are, 
of 
course, dangerous because they 
are capable of being inter­ 
preted in different ways by dif­ 
ferent people. Although the Re­ 
publican candidate could not 
have intended to influence real 
extrem ists, he no doubt now 
wishes he had chosen more 
precise words. In fact, his letter 
to Nixon indicates as much. 
The point on which the whole 
thing turns is the difference 
between "extrem e" on the one 
hand and "extrem ism " or "e x ­ 
trem ist" 
on the other. T h e 
questions 
is 
whether, 
in a 
particular situation, a given re ­ 
sponse is warranted by a given 
challenge or stimulus. 


Homicide is, of course, an ex­ 
trem e action, but it is not ex­ 
trem ist if it is necessary to 
save one's own life. It would 
be extrem ist, though, if the 
action which preceded it was 
merely a verbal insult.

German soldiers be taken alive, 
then he would have been an 
extrem ist. 
More recently, our bombing 
of 
North 
Vietnamese naval 


bases was not extrem ism but 
an adequate and effective re ­ 
action to the action the North 
Vietnamese took in attacking 
our 
ships 
in 
international 
waters. 
Generalizations 
and blanket 
charges will fly thick and fast 
from both sides during the com­ 
ing election campaign. 
Is murder an adequate or is 
it an excessive answer to at­ 
tempts to implement the civil 
rights law? 
Is rioting in the streets by a 
minority group a reaction justi­ 
fied by their grievances, or is 
it extremism? 
Is opposition to 
any and all 
agreements with the Commu­ 
nists justified by the threat 
they pose to freedom, or is it 
a form of extremism? 
These are the questions — 
some of them -- posed by those 
few words of convention ora­ 
tory.

It seems so. For the trail of 
the W ashington m anipulators 
who get around the laws is 
becoming plain. 
For some m onths now, as­ 
sorted Federal employees, sup­ 
posedly non-political in the 
civil service jobs, have been 
coming forth to com plain of 
being shaken down for cam ­ 
paign contributions. 
Federal 
executives have been hinting 
broadly th a t forbidden politi­ 
cal activity will not be prose­ 
cuted under the H atch Act. 
And now G overnm ent com­ 
petitive 
bidding 
is 
getting 
some new scrutiny, too. 
The news of the $35,000 
overpaym ent of a perform ­ 
ance bond on a Federal con­ 
tract, w ith the allegation th a t 
the excess w ent to pay-offs 
and th e D em ocratic cam paign 
funds, overshadowed another 
p a rt of th e sam e story. 
McCloskey and Com pany of 
P hiladelphia was th e contrac­ 
tor, and it had underbid all 
comers. 
Another $2 Million 
But on the Senate flopr, it 
was pointed out that the price 
that was bid was not the 
amount the Government fin­ 
ally paid. The taxpayers ac­ 
tually shelled out in excess of 
$2 million more. 
This often happens. A com­ 
pany close to Government fig­ 
ures is low bidder, but before 
the Job is done has received 


m ore th a n others had bid to 
do the job. 
N aturally, there is a reason 
for this, or an excuse. The 
specifications are changed. In 
the case of the D istrict of 
Columbia stadium , a money 
losing w hite elephant w ith 
big cracks in it, the specifica­ 
tions 
were 
changed 
m any 
tim es. 
Anyone 
who thinks 
th a t the change saved the 
taxpayers m oney doesn’t know 
his W ashington. 
As Senator John W illiams 
(R-Del.) pointed out, one such 
change was to add 14 toilets. 
L ater someone happened to 
think th a t the toilets would 
require doors. Still later, there 
would have to be some h a rd ­ 
ware so the doors w ouldn’t 
fall down. Each change cost 
a lot more money. 
W hile these changes helped 
boost the take by six figures 
or so, others were going on. 
And long before all of them 
were added, the $2 million 
m ark was passed. 


That Cost by Building 
The sam e firm has been 
lucky to be low bidder on 
quite a few Federal contracts, 
if it is luck. Among them is 
the new R ayburn House Office 
Building, an o th er project in 
w hich m any changes from the 
specifications introduced since 
the bid was aw arded have 
boosted costs fantastically. 
Matthew H. McCloskey, long 
Democratic 
Treasurer, 
and 
former Ambassador to Ire­ 
land, has combined politics 
and business as careers for 
many years. There are many 
others who do the same. 
And there are Bobby Bakers 
who arrange things. 
Perhaps a full investigation 
will bring out more of the 
things they arrange.

The President didn’t mention 
the fact that Sen. Goldwater is 
a Major General in the Air 
Force 
Reserve, 
and friends 
couldn’t tell whether he had 
this in mind. The Air Force 
has been very discreet about 
its No. 1 spokesman in con­ 
gress; however, there are some 
questions which the public has 
a right to know about a man 
who, as President, would have 
sole authority to pUSTTthe but­ 
ton releasing the atom bomb. 
These are delicate m atters. 
And with political nerves raw 
and editors under a constant 
barrage of letters from right 
wing groups, it takes a coura­ 
geous editor to publish any 
examination of the facts about 
the reserve Major General who 
would be President. 


However, 
since 
Goldwater 
himself has raised the question 
of personal fitness, and in fa ir­ 
ness to GPs on duty from B er­ 
lin to Korea who have been 
included in the general charge 
of "m isfits," let’s take a look 
at the question of fitness and 
of conduct as a general offi­ 
cer. 
In the first place, Sen. Gold­ 
water has not yet explained 
the statement by his wife in 
Good Housekeeping magazine, 
May, 1964, that her husband 
suffered two nervous break­ 
downs.

Reports persist that 
Goldwater was confined to a 
sanitarium at Flagstaff, Ariz., 
for a time, but neither he nor 
his staff have offered any fur­ 
ther information. 
--MENTAL FITNESS-- 
Entirely aside from mental 
fitness there has been no real 
examination 
of the senator’s 
m ilitary experience, its value, 
its political nature, or his basic 
understanding of m ilitary prob­ 
lems. 
However, this column has done 
some research on the senator’s 
military career and has learned 
that in the summer of 1960, 
Goldwater flew to Boise, Idaho, 
to attend a right-to-work meet­ 
ing of the IDAHO EMPLOYERS 
COUNCIL, where he proceeded 
to deliver a rootin-tootin’ poli­ 
tical speech raking the Demo­ 
cratic party and labor leaders. 


He flew to the meeting in an 
Air Force jet tra in e r--T -33 AF 
634--though he later denied that 
he had used a government plane. 
However, pictures were taken 
of him with the plane. 
Furtherm ore, the Air Force 
confirms the fact that he flew 
it. The Air Force, however, was 
not able to explain why he was 
given the plane to fly to make 
a political speech. 
After 
making 
the speech, 
Barry wanted to fly from Boise 
to Sait Lake City on a plane of 
the Idaho National Guard. How­ 
ever, Gen. John Walsh, head of 
the Guard, refused on the ground 
that Goldwater*s trip was poli­ 
tical. The senator then pro­ 
tested to Gov. Robt. Smylie 
of Idaho, who upheld Gen. Walsh. 
Every summer until this one, 
Goldwater 
has arranged 
a 


series of air junkets, officially 
called reserve training flights, 
to the most fascinating cities of 
Europe, Africa, and Asia. This 
is part of the alleged reserve 
training program of unit 9999, 
composed of senators, con­ 
gressm en, and their assistants 
under the command of Major 
General Goldwater. 
Ususally they fly in four spe­ 
cial planes for two weeks of 
inspecting air bases and seeing 
the tourist spots of the world. 
Actually, the trips neither give 
much training nor cause much 
harm . They are about as use­ 
ful as the junkets of Adam 
Clayton Powell of Harlem. 
However, they do take planes 
away from the regular trans­ 
portation of enlisted men. And 
in November of 1961, at about 
the time Maj. Gen. Goldwater’s 
reservists were flying abroad 
on four special planes, 77 re ­ 
cruits were killed near Rich­ 
mond, Va., while en route to 
Ft. Jackson, S. C., on a plane 
that was fifteen years old.

Within a few days, thousands 
of new 1965 model automobiles 
will go on sale throughout Mis­ 
souri but with a new twist — 
this year, thanks to action by 
the 1963 legislature, each new 
car sold in Missouri must come 
with seat belts Installed. 
In the past, such equipment 
was optional. 
However, the law has one ma­ 
jor 
hitch 
which 
is proving 
bothersome to law enforcement 
officers and others concerned 
with highway safety. This is the 
lack of any provision for re ­ 
quiring that the belts be worn. 
Says Co. Hugh H. Waggoner, 
superintendent of the Highway 
Patrol, “ You can make them 
have them (seat belts) in their 
cars, but if they don't wear 
them, the belts are no good." 
In other words, you can lead a 
horse to water, etc. 
Another 
flaw concerns new 
cars oought outside the state. 
Not all 
states 
require seat 
belts, as Missouri will from 
now on, so those cars can be 
brought into the state without 
the safety measure. 
Reasoning behind the law is 
the ever increasing rate of 
traffic fatalities on the state’s 
thousands of miles of roadways. 
Already, fatal accidents this 
year 
are far out - distancing 
those of a comparable period 
of a year ago. 
According to the Highway Pa­ 
trol, 
the state recorded 15 
fatalities over the recent La­ 
bor Day holiday, although non* 
died on Missouri highways on 
Labor Day. These 15 brought 
the death total for 1964 to 
869, some 114 above the count 
early in September last year 
In an effort to curb the grow­ 
ing number of highway acci­ 
dents, the Highway Patrol cur­ 
rently is working on plans tc 
be presented to th General 
Assembly 
f o r 
consideration 
when it convenes in January 
Foremost on the list of legis­ 
lation hoped for by the Patrol 
is a chemical test law for 
drinking 
drivers. 
The law 
sought by the Patrol would con­ 
tain an “ implied consent" for 
the test. 
Other legislative changes ex­ 
pected to be worked on by the 
Patrol would require periodic 
motor vehicle inspections and 
give the state Highway Depart­ 
ment the authority to zone for 
speed, various sections of the 
state, depending on condition 
of the road, terrain, etc. 
The latter would be used p ri­ 
m arily in hilly areas and other 
sections where the present 70 
m iles per hour limit is deemed 
as too fast for road conditions. 
On the other hand, some areas 
having what is felt as too slow 
a zone, could be upgraded to 
speed the flow of traffic.. 
TEACHERS SET SIGHTS 
ON NEW LEGISLATION 
There are those who like the 
Missouri State Teachers Assn. 
very much and hold it some­ 
what in awe. On the other hand, 
there are those who feel it is 
the biggest (and most effect­ 
ive) lobbying organization in 
the state of Missouri. 
In the latest issue of School 
and 
Community, 
published 
monthly by the MSTA, several 
sore spots in Missouri educa­ 
tion are editorially pointed out. 
The magazine states that can­ 
didates for state offices should 
be 
asked 
their feelings 
on; 
changing the formula for pay­ 
ment of funds under the School 
Foundation Program; the two- 
thirds majority requirement for 
school bond issues; and voting 
current levies by a majority 
vote. 
An exhaustive study has just 
been completed by the MSTA 
concerning the bond issue mat­ 
ter and this teacher-organiza- 
tion, acting on behalf of tea­ 
chers throughout the state as 
well 
as indirectly for the 
state Department of Education 
can be expected to take its fight 
directly 
to 
the General As­ 
sembly in January. 
In essence, what the MSTA 
will be fighting for is a re ­ 
duction in the majority require­ 
ment for passage of general 
obligation school bonds. To suc­ 
ceed, the legislature must be 
convinced to pass a resloution 
placing the proposal before the 
voters as an amendment to the 
state consittution. 
The MSTA study reveals that 
of the 50 states, onlv a simple 
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majority 
is required for pas­ 
sage 
of bond issues in 31 
states. In addition, seven states 
have requirements sim ilar to 
M issouri’s two-thirds rule, six 
place the majority at 60 per 
cent, one requires 65 per cent 
and one 55 per cent. 
These 46 states require some 
sort of voter consent, while the 
rem ainder leave the m atter up 
to 
local boards, petition by 
school patrons or the legis­ 
lature. 
During the period from April 
3, 1963 to April 7, 1964, the 
MSTA reports, bond issues to­ 
taling 
$27,997,000 
were ap­ 
proved by voters In sep arate 
elections in Missouri. But, dur- 
in this same period 35 bond 
propositions 
for 
$19,360,000 
were defeated. 
Of the 35 defeated Issues, 24 
received more than a majority 
vote, but less than the two- 
thirds margin required. 
Missouri’s 
currently public 
school enrollment, from kin­ 
dergarten through grade 12, is 
estimated at around 930,000, 
an increase of about 25,000 over 
last year. And, shcool officials 
report 
classroom s 
are 
a s 
crowded as ever.

Pressing his barnstorming at­ 
tack on Sen. Barry Goldwater, 
Humphrey declared; “ It is a 
depressing thought, 
but 
the 
tem porary spokesman for the 
Republican party could be - 
despite himself - the president 
of the United States.*’ 
“ But only if we let him,** the 
Democratic vice - presidential 
nominee added in rem arks pre­ 
pared for a downtown street 
rally. 
Democrats have been buoyed 
by polls forecasting a November 
victory. 
But, 
Humphrey re ­ 
called, “ Truman went to bed on 
election night - by verdict of 
every public opinion poll and 
certain well-known commenta­ 
tors - a rejected and defeated 
man.’* 
Democrats, he said, should 
take Truman’s 1948 victory as 
a “ solemn warning never to let 
ourselves fall victim to com­ 
placency.** 


Washington, D. C, -- There 
are 22 government agencies in­ 
volved in some way in ocean­ 
ography, and many scientists 
contend that knowledge of the 
oceans and their dynamic forces 
is as important to our national 
destiny as the conquest of outer 
space. 
Oceans occupy three - fourths 
of the earth’s surface. Until 
about five years ago, only a 
small group of scientists were 
concerned abou the m ysteries 
of the seas. Now national de­ 
fense reauires that the secrets 
of “ inner space** be learned 
Within the Department of De­ 
fense 
alone, 
eight 
different 
agencies are concerned about 
some aspect of oceanography. 
Nuclear m issiles can now be 
launched from under water as 
well as from the air. Detection 
of such potential attacks is a 
high priority project of our 
m ilitary leaders. 
One reason for the military 
concern over oceanography is 
Russia’s concentration on its 
underwater fleet. The Soviet 
possesses 
more submarines 
than the rest of the free world 
put together •• three tim es as 
many as the U. S. alone. 
Russians Lead in Research 
The Soviets are farther along 
in their oceanographic research 
than we are. For at least five 
years, six U. S. S. R. research 
ships 
have been studying the 
Gulf Stream, which does not 
flow 
within 
5,000 
miles of 
Russia. 
The 
Russians claim to be 
studying problems of naviga­ 
tion, commercial fishing, and 
weather forecasting. The sus­ 
picion is that if these were 
their only motives, the research 
could be conducted in oceans 
closer to home. Military plans 
are believed to be involved. 
The U. S. is now planning 
its own study of the Gulf Stream, 
but it will not begin until 1966. 
At the moment, the U«S. is in­ 
volved in an Indian Ocean ex­ 
pedition. The Weather Bureau 
and the Coast and Geodetic Sur­ 
vey will cooperate in the U. S. 
research effort on the Gulf 
Russia has a 6,000-ton ocean­ 
ographic research vessel, the 
world’ largest ship specifically 
designed for this type of un­ 
der-w ater research. The U. S. 
has a number of oceanographic 
ships but cannot match the U. 
S. S. R. fleet.

The National Oceanographic 
Council would be directed to 
develop a comprehensive and 
unified program of marine re ­ 
search, surveys and education, 
insuring 
cooperation between 
all interested agencies, and e s­ 
tablishing a national priority 
list of projects. 
52 Million Live Near Sea 
More than one out of four 
Americans — 52 million peo­ 
ple -- live within 50 miles 
of the ocean. Experts have fore­ 
cast that our coastal popula­ 
tion will double in the next 
30 years. This migration will 
bring new problems, including 
pollution 
f r o m 
industrial 
wastes. 
As 
Senator 
Magnuson 
has 
stated, 
“ Oceanographic 
re ­ 
search will be needed in the 
near - shore 
environment to 
determine the types and degree 
of treatm ent needed to dilute or 
dissipate these wastes," and 
to divert them to less hazard­ 
ous areas which are still ac­ 
cessible. 
Oceanographic 
research 
costs a lot of money but Sena­ 
tor Magnuson forseesa huge po­ 
tential dividend. For example, 
he told the Senate that scien­ 
tists and economists have esti­ 
mated that if the accuracy of 
long-range weather forecasting 
could be improved only 50 per 
cent, the annual saving to farm­ 
ers, utilities, builders, and fuel 
producers and consumers would 
exceed $2 billion. 
Seantor Magnuson also claims 
an additional $4 billion a year 
in economic benefits could be 
achieved within 15 years if a 
comprehensive 
oceanography 
program were carried out. This 
does not include a price tag 
on national defense gains, which 
are beyond price.

ARE SOME OF TODAYS 
PROBLEMS DUE TO 
THE 
FACT A FEW PEOPLE ARE 
SUPER EDUCATED OR HAVE 
TOO MUCH EDUCATION 
I know most of us believe in 
education. At first thought, per­ 
haps, many of us are inclined 
to think that people cannot get 
too much education. In giving 
some thought, however, to a 
number of todays problems and 
trying to find out what are the 
causes, the thing crossed my 
mind that most of these people 
directing these affairs are not 
ones with a normal grade or 
high school education or who 
have come up the hard way, 
but mostly ones who have had 
all the advantages education 
can offer. 
Having had as many birthdays 
as I have had, in the course of 
these years, I have known peo­ 
ple in many walks of life, some 
with little or no formal educa­ 
tion, and a good many of them 
w'th varying degrees of edu­ 
cation 
up 
to 
PH’d Rhodes 
scholars etc. As just mentioned, 
in checking some of the legisla­ 
tion and suggestions for legis­ 
lation that have been offered that 
seem, let us say, so 
called 
screw ball, or where we are 
offering ou * so called enemies 
the staff of life, when you note 
people who are back of this, 
you find ones with top educa­ 
tion, people that have had all 
the advantages the American 
or English educational system 
can give them. 
Sometime ago I tried to figure 
out why the English lost their 
em pire 
I wasn’t taken away 
from 
them. 
There was, of 
course, 
some 
demand from 
various countries such as India 
and other parts for so called 
freedom from Great Britain 
and perhaps some of our Amer­ 
ican leaders were also prop­ 
ositioning the English to let 
go of their colonies. In no case, 
however, whether it was in 
Africa, Asia or South America 
was 
any pressure brought to 
bear the English could not have 
easily resisted to hold what they 
had and had spent a good deal of 
money in developing. 
Then

caused a little anxiety in my

rights and our money. You check

scholars. Perhaps, are some 
of the teaching they do at Ox­ 
ford 
responsible 
for G r e a t 
Britain losing its empire and 
the US going the way it is? Are 
we gov.ig do Vw c’ie same road 
as Britiaa from the most power- 
fu1 to a minor status? 
I know no Rhodes scholars or 
for that m atter any PH*d that 
owns or operates an individual 
owned business Those I know 
work for others of the govern- 
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men*. Does this imply a lack 
of confidence on the part of 
these super educated people? 
Or does It indicate a lack of 
what Is taught in some of these 
institutions of higher learning. 
Now, whether this is true or 
isn't true would have to be 
determined by an investigation 
which of course, be not only 
quite lengthy but costly and 
beyond the scope of a single In­ 
dividual. Now, if that is so or 
if there is any possibility of that 
being so, what is the solution? 
It is easy to make objections 
to what is currently being done. 
However, if the suggestion as to 
how to cure it is not made then 
it seems to me that anyone 
making the objection should at 
least have the good grace to 
keep quiet. 
l nave known a number of 
Rhodes scholars and the ones 
I know are apparently all fine 
gentlemen. They are neither 
addicted to alcohol to excess 
or as far as I know they don’t 
have a penchant for wild women. 
So from the moral standpoint, 
they would seem to pass the 
Biblical test, except for the 
fact, that perhaps they have 
never faced the other exhorta­ 
tion 
“ by 
the sweat 
of your 
brow.” In other words, have 
they 
ever 
experienced hard 
manual labor? 
Now as to the solution for 
eliminating this, the thought 
occurs to me that perhaps a 
lot of our super-educated peo­ 
ple ha/e become the way they 
have because they have never 
actually become accustomed to 
some of the facts of life that 
others who have had to get 
their hands dirty every once in 
a while by what is usually 
considered 
manual 
or hard 
work. Some years before World 
War I, when I was studying to 
be engineer, I wanted to learn 
first hand some engineering 
and that included foundry prac­ 
tice. For three months I worked 
in a steel casting foundry pound­ 
ing sand and carrying molten 
metal. That was before the 
days of automatic machinery 
and you tempered your sand 
by cutting it with a shovel, 
moistening it with a hose. Some­ 
time later I had the opportunity 
to mix a little concrete by hand 
and if anyone wants to learn the 
facts of life at first hand, or 
what It means to work, they 
can mix some concrete by hand. 
Now the receipt for concrete is 
for every cubic yard that is 
wanted you take seven wheel­ 
barrows of gravel, five wheel­ 
barrows of sand and four sacks 
of cement. The gravel Is put 
down first in a triangular pile 
about two feet high. On top of 
the gravel you spread the sand 
and 
on 
top of the sand, the 
cement. You start at one end 
with a shovel and turn the mix­ 
ture over until you reach the 
other end at which tim? you 


start, back and tu n the material 
three or four tim es. When it is 
well mixed you wet it down with 
a hose and then proceed to turn 
it some more until the moisture 
is all thru the mass. It is now 
ready to place in the forms or 
where you wish to use it. And 
you, by this time have been 
well indoctrinated into the art 
of working. 
Now if everyone of our Rhodes 
scholars and PH’ds in order 
to get their feet back on the 
ground so to speak and learn 
also the plain facts of life, 
were to be required to mix a 
yard of concrete every five or 
six nv.nths until they reach 
perhaps the age of 55 when they 
might be permitted to relax a 
little, 
this might serve the 
biblical adage “ by the sweat 
of your brow.** And we would 
have more common sense in 
both government and some other 
institutions as well. 
And, of course, those of u? 
who only got a B.S. or B.A. 
or didn’t get to go to college, 
maybe a little concrete mixing 
wouldn’t hurt either. 
Now this Is not to surm ise that 
the writer believes In drudgery 
and If you are going to build a 
skyscraper, the framework of 
which is made of reinforced 
concrete, that all the material 
be mixed by hand. That is not 
so, and neither do I advise do­ 
ing away with automatic wash­ 
ing machines and laundramats 
so the women folks can go back 
to the scrub boards. Neither 
would I do away with dish­ 
washers, 
vacuum c le a n e rs, 
electric irons, hair tints, bobby 
pins, powered tooth brushes and 
lawn mowers. Just think the 
drudgery the cordless tooth 
brush has saved.

MISTAKEN USE OF BUSINESS 
Three significant elements are evident in the 
current phase of the continuing drive of the 
world-wide Mistaken conspiracy to take away 
our freedom—or, better still from the con­ 
spirators’ point of view, to cause us to give 
away our freedom. 
One is the stepped-up campaign to discredit 
and smear anti-communists in any way possible. 
Another is an effort to soothe us into com­ 
placency by putting out m assive propaganda 
that communism is failing in the world and 
presents no danger at all within the United 
States. 
And the third is a crafty program by the 
Mistaken forces to make friends with Amer­ 
ican businessmen. 
There is no question that representatives of 
the Soviet Union in the United States are doing 
everything they can to make friendly contacts 
with American businessm en--to meet them per­ 
sonally, to cultivate their friendship, and to 
establish seemingly cordial relations. 
Why are the Russians making such an effort? 
Is it because the communists have changed 
their minds about the U.S. businessman being 
a monopolistic exploiter of the masses? 
Is 
it because the Russians want to become like 
American businessmen? 
No, of course not. 
Their reason is, from 
their point of view, much more practical. 
They are under orders to obtain—by begging, 
borrowing, or stealing—the industrial secrets 
of American business. 
For that reason, and 
no other, American industrial firm s are today 
a primary target of Russian and satellite 
espionage. That is especially true with respect 
to businesses which handle scientific and tech­ 
nological information. 
An article published recently in the CONGRESS­ 
IONAL RECORD sited a typical example of 
the way the Russians work to get business 
information that may be of value to them. 
A U.S. business firm ran a routine newspaper 
advertisement 
offering 
upon request 
a free 
booklet about the American aircraft industry. 
Soon afterward an official of the Soviet Em­ 
bassy in Washington requested a copy, and the 
firm’s Washington 
representative 
promptly 
mailed it to him. 
Weeks went by—in fact, 
about three months passed and then the Wash­ 
ington representative received an invitation to 
attend a social function at the Russian Embassy. 
He accepted. 
While he was at the party, 
the Soviet official who had originally requested 
the booklet sought him out. 
He was a very 
pleasant fellow and during a brief conversation 
mentioned the information about the aircraft 
industry. He commented that the data was most 
interesting and wondered very casually if the 
businessman had more. 
After that came other parties, luncheons with 
the Russian as the host, and so on. This tech­ 
nique of requesting a free booklet is often used 
by the Russians to make an initial contact. 
Sometimes they write on their own initiative, 
requesting pamphlets, books, maps, and other 
material from business firm s. They may visit 
a company’s offices. 
They want to obtain 
literature, but often their main purpose is to 
make personal contacts with an American bus­ 
inessman. 
Another way they do this is through attendance 
at business conventions, especially those having 
to do with scientific or technological m atters. 
Soviet officials systematically cover conventions 
throughout the country. At these meetings they 
gather material of every possible description— 
everything from telephone directories to radar 
devices, from aerial photographs to scientific 
textbooks. 
At a scientific convention on the 
West Coast, two Soviet officials lugged away 
two hundred pounds of m aterial. 
At another 
technical 
convention, 
a Soviet official took 
pictures, including some of a jet aircraft, guided 
m issiles, and an atomic cannon. 
The communists do not as a rule try to con­ 
ceal their identity. They register for the con­ 
vention and wear name tags, and they love to 
exchange business cards. The businessman’s 
card they receive gives them a name for a 
possible future contact. The Soviets especially 
exploit social affairs connected with conventions, 
such as banquets, receptions, luncheons, cock­ 
tail hours. 
They mingle, shake hands, and 
introduce themselves, using these functions to 
size up the businessman with whom they want 
to make contact. 
Now, these Soviet activities are entirely legal. 
Under our form of government and under our 
laws* the Russians have a right to visit con- 
yCiitionr 
talk to Americans, use our mail 
facilities. They buy patents by the thousands— 
god that is also legal. They subscribe to U.S. 
fgjflfapinal and scientific journals; they belong 
lo scientific societies, travel widely, and make 
gpeeches to American audiences. 
WStllthe typical cunning of the dedicated Mis- 
they are exploiting to the utmost our 
of freedom—freedom which they would 
destroy if they ever get control 


of America. 
The Russian officials in the United States do 
not work so hard to make contacts with Amer­ 
ican businessmen simply because they have 
friendly natures. 
Far from it. They are after 
information—public information that they can 
obtain legally and then, when they can get it, 
classified or secret information that will in­ 
crease Russian knowledge of our defense plans 
and our scientific development. 
The article went on to point out that once a 
Soviet representative has established friendly 
relations with an American businessman he is 
given to asking many, many questions--some 
directly, others indirectly. 
For example: 
Is 
the businessman in the military reserve? Where 
has he worked before his present job? Does he 
ever enter classified areas in plants having 
defense contracts? Has he ever been in trouble? 
The Russians especially want to know personal 
details about the American’s life, for they are 
always on the alert for tin opportunity to use 
blackmail to get the information they seek. 
The underlying purpose of the Russian intel­ 
ligence system is to steal American classified 
military, technical, scientific and industrial 
secrets. That is what all the outward friend­ 
liness is about, and it should never be forgotten. 
The Soviet interest also takes in businessmen 
not concerned with scientific and technical fields. 
As an example, in an eastern city a Soviet 
official often visited a certain bookstore. 
He 
soon made friends with the proprietor and later 
invited him and his wife to dinner. 
But it 
was not just a social occasion. 
The Russian 
had something he wanted to ask the owner of 
the bookstore. 
He wondered if he could use 
his new American friend’s place of business 
as an address where he could receive mail. 
In the language of espionage this was a mail 
drop, and a mail drop is an important part 
of the spy apparatus. 
Naturally, the businessman is also the target 
of the American Communist Party. The party 
constantly denounces the businessman as an 
enemy, but at the same time does everything 
it can to influence his opinion. 
For instance, 
the party urges businessmen to take a favorable 
view of the Soviet Union, to trade with communist 
nations, to accept the Mistaken idea that com­ 
munism is the wave of the future. 
This is 
part 
of 
the domestic 
party’s propaganda 
campaign. 
Then there are the false fronts. 
The party 
likes nothing better than to induce a business­ 
man, not realizing the identity of the organ­ 
ization, to contribute to a front, sign one of 
its numerous petitions, or publicly support a 
campaign that is secretly sponsored by the com­ 
munists. 
Businessmen are by no means the only target 
of Russian espionage and the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. Other targets are government employees, 
labor officials, scientists, skilled technicians. 
But businessmen do represent a priority tar­ 
get, and because of that it is important that 
they be in a position to help defeat these Mis­ 
taken efforts to weaken our nation. 
What can businessmen do? 
Here are some 
suggestions, and they may apply to all Con­ 
struct! ves: 
Know more about communism, its strategy and 
tactics, and know how the communists are work­ 
ing to destroy our freedom. 
Know how Mistaken fronts operate. Take the 
time to become informed about how fronts are 
formed, how they operate, how they collect 
money from the unsuspecting. 
Realize that business enterprises and labor 
unions are prime targets. 
The communists 
hate both business and labor unions, regarding 
them as part of the “bourgeois society” they 
are dedicated to destroying. 
Many persons 
feel that because they are anti-communists the 
communists are not interested in them. This 
is wrong. The communists are always at work 
trying 
to 
influence 
the thinking of anti­ 
communists. 
Don’t fall for their line—it is 
a false line. 
Then, of course, the businessmen who are 
employers should be greatly conscious of plant 
security. 
And they, along with all other Con- 
structives, should look for, and try to correct, 
weaknesses in our entire national society. 
The Mistaken want to destroy the American 
business structure. It is typical of their tactics 
that they should try to use the American bus­ 
inessman himself as one of the agents of de­ 
struction.

The tapioca bills - submitted 
by Congressmen Curtis (Rep) 
of Missouri and O’Brien (Dem) 
of Illinois and proposed as an 


amendment to HR 9900, 
the 
Trade Expansion Act of 1962- 
are designed to help accomplish 
that equal tariff treatment by 
the US and the Common Mar­ 
ket nations which the President 
seeks for the products of trop­ 
ical countries. 
As 
m atters 
stand, the Common Market has 
a 28 percent duty on tapioca 
while the US has none what­ 
ever. Thus, the European starch 
industries have an umbrella of 
protection against 
excessive 
tapioca imports while the A- 
merican producers get soaked 
in the flood of tapioca which is 
channeled into this country be­ 
cause it is free of duty here. 
By providing a duty only on 
excessive tapioca imports, the 
tapioca bills would both p re­ 
serve to our tropical 
tapioca 
producing friends their existing 
duty-free market in this coun­ 
try and help put the US on an 
equal basis with the Common 
Market. 
In 1952-54, America was im­ 
porting about 65 million pounds 
of tapioca starch per year. By 
1961, this had risen to 307 mil­ 
lion pounds. Unless Congress 
acts to provide tariff protection 
comparable to that of the Com­ 
mon Market, America remains 
the tapioca 
dumping 
ground. 
And tapioca production in the 
tropics is zooming, spurred by 
our own foreign aid program - 
which actually has built tapioca 
facilities.

on a fair basis with the Com­ 
mon Market. A healthy, vigor­ 
ous cornstarch industry helps

Superhighways have virtually 
eliminated many types of traf­ 
fic hazards, Harry Porter, Jr., 
manager of the National Safety 
Council's traffic department, 
pointed out today. 
“ But new problems: have re ­ 
placed old ones on the high­ 
speed roads," he said. 
"Before the era of the ex­ 
pressway, major boobytraps for 
drivers were dangerous inter­ 
sections and head-on collisions. 
"But engineers couldn't elim ­ 
inate people — and people are 
persistent in finding ways to kill 
themselves in autos." 
One easy way to have an ac­ 
cident, said Porter, is to drive 
too fast for conditions. 
Porter said excessive speed 
does two things: 
1. It gives a driver less time to 
think and react in an emergency. 
2. It increases the severity of 
an accident if one occurs. 
But 
slow 
d r iv e r s c a u s e 
trouble, too, Porter pointed out. 
Accidents 
often result from 
“ conflict of movement," he said 
-- one car traveling a lot slower 
than the others, for example. 
“ Such differences in speed," 
he said, “ cause one of the most 
common 
superhighway acci­ 
dents -- the rear - end col­ 
lision. Fast drivers can close 
the gap on a slower vehicle 
ahead quicker than they expect, 
and may swing out too late to 
avoid ramming the slower car. 
"M ultiple 
chain - reaction 
crashes occur because of fol­ 
lowing other cars too closely 
on high-speed roads. Leaving 
one car length between you and 
the car ahead for every IO 
m.p.h. of your speed is out­ 
moded on superhighways. 
Remember that at 40 p.p.h. 
your car will go at least 44 
feet between the time you see 
danger and the time your foot 
hits the brake. It takes an ad­ 
ditional 
105 feet to stop, if 
your brakes are good. 


“ But at 70 m.p.h., it takes 
77 feet Just to hit the brakes 
and 455 
more feet to 
stop!" 
Porter cited five rules for 
superhighway driving: 
1. Don't follow other cars 
too close. 
2. Don't stop on the super­ 
highway - - speeding c a r s 
can’t avoid danger in time. 
3. Don't take your eyes off 
the road. 
4. Don't 
believe 
that 
be­ 
cause you're on a sui>erhigh- 
way you’re immune to the haz­ 
ards of bad weather. There’s 
no superhighway designed to 
make ice less sllpjery or fog 
less dense. 
5. Form the one-lane habit. 
Don’t straddle lanes, and change 
only one lane at a time. 
* + * 
A considerable amount of heat 
is still being generated over 
Barry Goldwater*s remark that 
“ extremism in the defense of 
liberty is no vice." It is un­ 
likely that the matter will cool 
off. 
The other day, Senator Cold­ 
water humorously gave what 
will probably be only one of 
many explanations of what he 
meant. 
“ I love my wife in an extreme 
way," he said. He still loved 
extrem ely, he said (to the de­ 
light of reporters), even at his 
age. 
And in his letter to Richard 
Nixon, written at the latter’s 
request to “ clear the air once 
and for all," Coldwater phrased 
his thought in slightly different 
form: “ Wholehearted devotion 
to liberty is unassailable and 
half-hearted devotion to justice 
is indefensible." 
This, he made clear, "would 
not countenance illegal or im­ 
proper means to achieve proper 
goals." 
There should now be no doubt 
about what Barry Coldwater 
means by “ extrem ism ." At­ 
ten d s by his opponents to use 
the original statement made 
during his nomination accept­ 
ance speech at San Francisco 
as proof that he is a rabid 
fanatic may rebound to their 
disadvantage. 
Such 
statements 
are, 
of 
course, dangerous because they 
are capable of being inter­ 
preted in different ways by dif­ 
ferent people. Although the Re­ 
publican candidate could not 
have intended to influence real 
extrem ists, he no doubt now 
wishes he Iud chosen more 
precise words. In fact, his letter 
to Nixon indicates as much. 
The point on which the whole 
thing turns is the difference 
between "extrem e" on the one 
hand and "extrem ism " or "e x ­ 
trem ist" 
on the other. T he 
questions 
is 
whether, 
in a 
particular situation, a given re ­ 
sponse is warranted by a given 
challenge or stimulus. 


Homicide is, of course, an ex­ 
trem e action, but it is not ex­ 
trem ist if it is necessary to 
save one’s own life. It would 
be extrem ist, though, if the 
action which preceded it was 
m erely a verbal insult. 
Senator Coldwater has said 
that Dwight Eisenhower was 
practicing extremism when he 
invaded Europe in World War 
II. 
While the Allied invasion 
was an extreme effort requir­ 
ing sacrifice, it cert: 
was 
not an excessive response to 
the danger of fascism. But had 
Eisenhower 
ordered that 
no 
German soldiers be taken alive, 
then he would have been an 
extrem ist. 
More recently, our bombing 
of 
North 
Vietnamese naval 


bases was not extremism but 
an adequate and effective re ­ 
action to the action the North 
Vietnamese took in attacking 
our 
ships 
in 
international 
waters. 
Generalizations 
and blanket 
charges will fly thick md fast 
from both sides during the com­ 
ing election campaign. 
Is murder an adequate or is 
it an excessive answer to a t­ 
tempts to implement the civil 
rights law? 
Is rioting in the streets by a 
minority group a reaction justi­ 
fied by their grievances, or is 
it extrem ism ? 
Is opposition 
to 
any and all 
agreem ents with the Commu­ 
nists justified by the threat 
they pose to freedom, or is it 
a form of extremism? 
These are the questions — 
some of them -- posed by those 
few words of convention ora­ 
tory. 
♦ * *

have too much faith in the 
protections of the civil service 
law's and the competitive bid? 
It seems so. For the trail of 
the Washington m anipulators 
who get around the laws is 
becoming plain. 
For some months now, as­ 
sorted Federal employees, sup­ 
posedly non-political in the 
civil service jobs, have been 
coming forth to complain of 
being shaken down for cam ­ 
paign contributions. 
Federal 
executives have been hinting 
broadly that forbidden politi­ 
cal activity will not be prose­ 
cuted under the Hatch Act. 
And now’ Government com­ 
petitive 
bidding 
is 
getting 
some new scrutiny, too. 
The news of the $35,000 
overpayment of a perform ­ 
ance bond on a Federal con­ 
tract, w’ith the allegation that 
the excess w’ent to pay-offs 
and the Democratic campaign 
funds, overshadowed another 
p art of the same story. 
McCloskey and Company of 
Philadelphia was the contrac­ 
tor, and it had underbid all 
comers. 


Another $2 Million 
B ut on the Senate floor, it 
was pointed out th at the price 
th a t was bid was not the 
am ount the Government fin­ 
ally paid. The taxpayers ac­ 
tually shelled out in excess of 
$2 million more. 
This often happens. A com­ 
pany close to Government fig­ 
ures is low bidder, but before 
the Job is done has received 


more than others had bid to 
do the job. 
Naturally, there is a reason 
for this, or an excuse. The 
specifications are changed. In 
the case of the District of 
Columbia stadium, a money 
losing white elephant with 
big cracks in it, the specifica­ 
tions 
were 
changed 
many 
times. 
Anyone who thinks 
th at the change saved the 
taxpayers money doesn’t know 
his Washington. 
As Senator John Williams 
(R-Del.) pointed out, one such 
change was to add 14 toilets. 
Later someone happened to 
think th at the toilets would 
require doors. Still later, there 
w'ould have to be some hard­ 
ware so the doors wouldn’t 
fall down 
Each change cost 
a lot more money. 
While these changes helped 
boost the take by six figures 
or so, others were going on. 
And long before all of them 
were added, the $2 million 
mark was passed. 


That Cost by Building 
The same firm has been 
lucky to be low bidder on 
quite a few Federal contracts, 
if it is luck. Among them is 
the new Rayburn House Office 
Building, another project in 
which many changes from the 
specifications introduced since 
the bid was awarded have 
boosted costs fantastically. 
Matthew H. McCloskey, long 
Democratic 
Treasurer, 
and 
former Ambassador to Ire­ 
land, has combined politics 
and business as careers for 
many years. There are m any 
others who do the same. 
And there are Bobby Bakers 
who arrange things. 
Perhaps a full Investigation 
will bring out more of the 
things they arrange. Perhaps 
this time the public will pay 
more attention.

Fairbanks, Alaska -- Barry 
Coldwater’s crack about m is­ 
fits in the armed forces caused 
President Johnson to explode 
privately:

The President didn’t mention 
the fact that Sen. Coldwater is 
a Major General in the Air 
Force 
Reserve, 
and friends 
couldn’t tell whether he had 
this in mind. The Air Force 
has been very discreet about 
its No. I spokesman in con­ 
gress; however, there are some 
questions which the public has 
a right to know about a man 
who, as President, would have 
sole authority to pnSTTthe but­ 
ton releasing the atom bomb. 
These are delicate m atters. 
And with political nerves raw 
and editors under a constant 
barrage of letters from right 
wing groups, it takes a coura­ 
geous editor to publish any 
examination of the facts about 
the reserve Major General who 
would be President. 


However, 
since 
Coldwater 
himself has raised the question 
of personal fitness, and in fa ir­ 
ness to GI’s on duty from B er­ 
lin to Korea who have been 
included in the general charge 
of "m isfits," let’s take a look 
at the question of fitness and 
of conduct as a general offi­ 
cer. 
In the first place, Sen. Cold­ 
water has not yet explained 
the statement by his wife in 
Good Housekeeping magazine,

Reports persist that 
Coldwater was confined to a 
sanitarium at Flagstaff, Ariz., 
for a time, but neither he nor 
his staff have offered any fur­ 
ther information. 
--MENTAL FITNESS-- 
Entirely aside from mental 
fitness there has been no real 
examination 
of the senator’s 
m ilitary experience, its value, 
its political nature, or his basic 
understanding of military prob­ 
lem s. 
However, this column has done 
some research on the senator’s 
m ilitary career and has learned 
that in the summer of 1960, 
Coldwater flew to Boise, Idaho, 
to attend a right-to-work m eet­ 
ing of the IDAHO EMPLOYERS 
COUNCIL, where he proceeded 
to deliver a rootin-tootin’ poli­ 
tical speech raking the Demo­ 
cratic party and labor leaders. 


He flew to the meeting in an 
Air Force jet trainer--T-33 AF 
634--though he later denied that 
he had used a government plane. 
However, pictures were taken 
of him with the plane. 
Furtherm ore, the Air Force 
confirm s the fact that he flew 
it. The Air Force, however, was 
not able to explain why he was 
given the plane to fly to make 
a political speech. 
After 
making 
the speech, 
B arry wanted to fly from Boise 
to Salt Lake City on a plane of 
the Idaho National Guard. How­ 
ever, Cen. John Walsh, head of 
the Guard, refused on the ground 
that Goldwater’s trip was poli­ 
tical. The senator then pro­ 
tested to Gov. Ro bt. Smylie 
of Idaho, who upheld Gen. Walsh. 
Every summer until this one, 
Coldwater 
has arranged 
a 


series of air junkets, officially 
called reserve training flights, 
to the most fascinating citiesof 
Europe, Africa, and Asia. This 
is part of the alleged reserve 
training program of unit 9999, 
composed 
of senators, con­ 
gressm en, and their assistants 
under the command of Major 
General Coldwater. 
Ususally they fly in four spe­ 
cial planes for two weeks of 
inspecting air bases and seeing 
the tourist spots of the world. 
Actually, the trips neither give 
much training nor cause much 
harm . They are about as use­ 
ful as the junkets of Adam 
Clayton Powell of Harlem.

Within a few days, thousands 
>f new 1965 model automobiles 
will go on sale throughout Mis­ 
souri but with a new twist -- 
this year, thanks to action by 
the 1963 legislature, each new 
car sold in Missouri must come 
with seat belts installed. 
In the past, such equipment 
was optional. 
However, the law has one m a­ 
jor 
hitch 
which 
is proving 
bothersome to law enforcement 
officers and others concerned 
with highway safety. This is the 
lack of any provision for re ­ 
quiring that the belts be worn. 
Says Co. Hugh H. Waggoner, 
superintendent of the Highway 
Patrol, “ You can make them 
have them (seat belts) in their 
cars, but if they don’t wear 
them, the belts are no good.” 
In other words, you can lead a 
horse to water, etc. 
Another 
flaw concerns new 
ca rs taught outside the state. 
Not all 
states 
require seat 
belts, as Missouri will from 
now on, so those ca rs can be 
brought into the state without 
the safety measure. 
Reasoning behind the law is 
the ever 
increasing 
rate of 
traffic fatalities on the state's 
thousands of miles of roadways. 
Already, fatal accidents this 
year 
are far out - distancing 
those of a comparable period 
of a year ago. 
According to the Highway P a­ 
trol, 
the 
state recorded 
15 
fatalities over the recent La­ 
bor Day holiday, although nom 
died on Missouri highways on 
Labor Day. These 15 brought 
the death 
total for 
1964 to 
869, some 114 above the count 
early in September last year 
In an effort to curb the grow­ 
ing number of highway acci­ 
dents, the Highway Patrol cur­ 
rently is working on plans tc 
be presented to th General 
Assembly 
f o r 
consideration 
when it convenes in January 
Foremost on the list of legis­ 
lation hoped for by the Patrol 
is 
a chemical test law for 
drinking 
drivers. 
The law 
sought by the Patrol would con­ 
tain an “ implied consent” for 
the test. 
Other legislative changes ex­ 
pected to be worked on by the 
Patrol would require periodic 
motor vehicle inspections and 
give the state Highway Depart­ 
ment the authority to zone for 
speed, various sections of the 
state, depending on condition 
of the road, terrain, etc. 
The latter would be used p r i­ 
marily in hilly areas and other 
sections where the present 70 
miles per hour limit is deemed 
as too fast for road conditions. 
On the other hand, some areas 
having what is felt as too slow 
a zone, could be upgraded to 
speed the flow of traffic..

changing the formula for pay­ 
ment of funds under the School 
Foundation Program ; the two- 
thirds majority requirement for 
school bond issues; and voting 
current levies by a majority 
vote. 
An exhaustive study has just 
been completed by the MSTA 
concerning the bond issue mat­ 
ter and this teacher-organiza- 
tion, acting on behalf of tea­ 
chers throughout the state as 
well 
as indirectly for the 
state Department of Education 
can be expected to take its fight 
directly 
to 
the General As­ 
sembly in January. 
In essence, what the MSTA 
will be fighting for is a r e ­ 
duction in the majority require­ 
ment for passage of general 
obligation school bonds. To suc­ 
ceed, the legislature must be 
convinced to pass a resloution 
placing the proposal before the 
voters as an amendment to the 
state consittution.

Washington, D. C. -- There 
are 22 government agencies in­ 
volved in some way in ocean­ 
ography, and many scientists 
contend that knowledge of the 
oceans and their dynamic forces 
is as important to our national 
destiny as the conquest of outer 
space. 
Oceans occupy three - fourths 
of the earth’s surface. Until 
about five years ago, only a 
small group of scientists were 
concerned abou the mysteries 
of the seas. Now national de­ 
fense reauires that the secrets 
of “ inner s;»are" be learned 
Within the Department of De­ 
fense 
alone, 
eight 
different 
agencies are concerned about 
some aspect of oceanography. 
Nuclear m issiles can now be 
launched from under water as 
well as from the air. Detection 
of such potential attacks is a 
high priority project of our 
military leaders. 
One reason for the military 
concern over oceanography is 
Russia’s concentration on its 
underwater 
fleet. 
The Soviet 
possesses 
more submarines 
than the rest of the free world 
put together — three times as 
many as the U. S. alone. 
Russians Lead in Research 
The Soviets are farther along 
in their oceanographic research 
than we are. For at least five 
years, six U. S. S. R. research 
ships 
have been studying the 
Gulf Stream, which does not 
flow 
within 
5,000 
miles of 
Russia. 
The 
Russians claim to be 
studying problem s of naviga­ 
tion, commercial fishing, and 
weather forecasting. The sus­ 
picion is that if these were 
their only motives, the research 
could be conducted in oceans 
closer to home. Military plans 
a re believed to be involved. 
The U. S. 
is now planning 
its own study of the Gulf Stream, 
but it will not begin until 1966. 
At the moment, the UJS. is in- 
volved in an Indian Ocean ex­ 
pedition. The Weather Bureau 
and the Coast and Geodetic Sur­ 
vey will cooperate in the U. S. 
research 
effort on the Gulf 
Russia has a 6,000-ton ocean­ 
ographic research vessel, the 
world’ largest ship specifically 
designed for this type of un­ 
der-w ater research. The U. S. 
has a number of oceanographic 
ships but cannot match the U. 
S. S. R. fleet. 
National Council Proposed 
Seantor Warren Magnuson (D. 
Wasp.), cnairm an of the Sen­ 
ate Com merce Committee and 
a member of the Aeronautical 
and Space Sciences Committee, 
has been trying for years to 
unify U. S. oceanographic re ­ 
search efforts. Back in 1959, 


he sponsored a bill to establish 
a long-range oceanography pro ­ 
gram. His proposal passed the 
Senate unanimously but was not 
acted on by the House. 
The same bill was again passed 
by the Senate in 1961. This 
time 
the 
House scrapped the 
Magnuson version and passed a 
less ambitous bill which was 
vetoed by President Kennedy in 
1963. Now Senator Magnuson is 
trying a new tack. 
He has p r opo sed es t abl! sh men t 
of a National Oceanographic 
Council, which would be pat­ 
terned after the National Secu­ 
rity Council 
in the field of 
defense planning and the Na­ 
tional 
Aeronautics and Space 
Council In the space field. 
The National 
Oceanographic 
Council would be directed to 
develop a comprehensive and 
unified program of marine r e ­ 
search, surveys and education, 
insuring 
cooperation between 
all interested agencies, and e s ­ 
tablishing a national priority 
list of projects. 
52 Million Live Near Sea 
More than one out of four 
Americans -- 52 million peo­ 
ple 
- - 
live within 50 miles 
of the ocean. Experts have fore­ 
cast that our coastal popula­ 
tion 
will double in the next 
30 years. This migration will 
bring new problems, including 
pollution 
f r o m 
industrial 
wastes. 
As 
Senator 
Magnuson 
has 
stated, 
“ Oceanographic 
r e ­ 
search will be needed in the 
near - shore 
environment to 
determ ine the types and degree 
of treatm ent needed to dilute or 
dissipate these w astes," and 
to divert them to less hazard­ 
ous areas which are still ac­ 
cessible. 
Oceanographic 
research 
costs a lot of money but Sena­ 
tor Magnuson forseesa huge po­ 
tential dividend. For example, 
he told the Senate that scien­ 
tists and economists have esti­ 
mated that if the accuracy of 
long-range weather forecasting 
could be improved only 50 per 
cent, the annual saving to farm ­ 
ers, utilities, builders, and fuel 
producers and consumers would 
exceed $2 billion. 
Seantor Magnuson also claim s 
an additional $4 billion a year 
in economic benefits could be 
achieved within 15 years if a 
comprehensive 
oceanography 
program were carried out. This 
does not include a price tag 
on national defense gains, which 
a re beyond price.

perhaps the age of 55 when they 
might be permitted to relax a 
little,
